Danish Seamen Saw45 German Ships 
and 19 British Warcraft in Battle 





According to an Eyewitness the Kaiser’s — Were Retiring 
Before Foe—Another Accoant Says Germans Chased Foe First, 
Then Withdrew as More British Vessels Came Up.

COPENHAGEN, June 2, (Dispatch 
to The London Daily Mail:)—The 
steamer Naesborg, from Sunderland 
with coal, arrived today. The officers 
state that the German fleet in the 
North (Sea; battle consisted of forty- 
five ships of different kinds, among 
which they noticed several of the larg- 
est type. 

The British fleet consisted of eleyen 
vessels, which steamed southward at 
full speed after the German fleet. 
Later on eight British ships appeared 
from the north, firing heavily. 

* Many sailing ships were seen pass- 
ing through the firing line. The 
weather was clear and the sea smooth. 

The German fleet retired in a south- 
westerly direction uninterrupted, and 


‘} heavy firing was heard from both 


sides until midnight. 

A Zeppelin crossed directly over the 
Naesborg, the crew"6f Which say the 
Soneussion of the shell explosions were 
felt on board their ships as if ir 
legs. were being violently beaten with 
sticks. 

LONDON, Saturday, June 3.—The 
Captain of the steamer Naesborg is 
quoted in a Copenhagen dispatch as 
giving this account of the sea fight: 

“When the Naesborg was ninety- 
‘five’ thiles west. of :;Cape Hanstholm, 
on the ‘northwest. coast of Jutland, a 
few small British warships appeared, 
pursued by the German fleét. Sud- 
denly the British warships turned and 
steamed ‘westward, violently . shelléd. 
In-a few‘ minutes a large number of 
British dreadnought cruisers appeared 
from the north and. west. 

“The British then began attacking 
the German ships, which were rein- 
forced by a large number. of. ships 
from the south along the west coast 
of Jutland. <A violent fight began. 
The sky seemed filled with smoke and 
the sea was in a state of uproar. 
Shells fell around my steamer, al- 
though we were several milés away, 

“ During ‘the fight the cannonading 
was so violent that our crew could not 
stand on deck. We saw. several large 
warships. sunk, but I am unable .to say 
whether they were British or German. 

“At last the German fleet withdrew 
southward, ‘pursued. by the British 
while several more British warships 
appeared, coming~from the westward. 
The German fleet was divided into two 
parts, one of which escaped. The fate 
of the other fleet I do not: know.”

BERLIN, June 2.—The reported vic- 
tory of the German High Sea Fleet in 
the greatest naval battle_of the war 
has electrified even the Germans, who 
have long been accustomed to digest- 
ing good news soberly. The report 
even temporarily eclipsed the news of 
the restrictive meat ordinances in pop- 
ular interest, which is saying a great 
deal nowadays. Berlin is flag decked 
and the school children are to have a 
holiday. 

The satisfaction over the reported 
crushing defeat administered to the 
British Grand Fleet is particularly in- 
tense, because the dreadnought at / last 
has beep engaged in open battle. It is 
pointed out here that the sinking of 
the battleship  Warspite,; the battle 
‘cruisers Queen Mary and Indefatig- 
able, and two armored cruisers of the 
Achilles class, cost the British Navy 
a loss of. more than 100,000 tons, 
whéreas the only big German unit lost, 
the Pommern, was less. than . 14,000 
tons.

“I mean to jail every person who 
took part in the burning of the American 
flag at the Church of the Social Revo- 
lution,”’. said’ the District Attorney. He 
will prosecute White, Henkel, Ames and 
others’ before Magistrate McAdoo next 
Monday. on a charge of mutilating the 
flag. 

The District Attorney said that the 
Rev. Mercer Green Johnston of Newark, 
who: protested against the flag burning 
and left ‘the place while it was in prog- 
ress, would be one of the chief .wit- 
nesses for. the people.

In, the case of the- -Bermuda, : the cargo 
could not reach its ultimate destination 
without ‘violating the blockade of the rebel 
ports. * * * In the :case before us [the 
Peterhoff] the cargo could reach, an ulti- 
mate destination: in Texas without vigiat- 
ing any blockade at all. ‘We must say, 
therefore, that trade between London and 
Matamoros, with intent to supply thence 
gooda to Texas, violated no blockade and 
cannot be declared unlawful. 


I think it carinot be denied that the 
case of the Peterhoff is strictly parallel 
to the case of a vessel whose cargo is 
destined for Rotterdam, say, with intent 
.of passing from ‘that port to Germany 
by. rail, Accordingly, it we substitute 
New York for London and Rotterdam 
for Matamoros, the decision of our Su- 
preme Court will.run: ‘Trade .between 
New York and Rotterdam, with intent 
to supply goods thence to Germany, vio- 
lates no blockade, and cannot be de- 
clared-unlawful.”’

GIVES HER HALF THE ESTATE 


Will Giving Property Here to. Chil- 
dren in Europe Illegal ‘Under 
Community Right. 


A decision has been handed down by 
the Appellate Division in the ¢contro- 
‘versy over the $1,500,000 estate of 
Count Amadee de Gasquet James, a 
French nobleman who, had atleast two- 


¥| thirds. of his property in this country. 


The litigants were his widow, Elizabeth 
Pratt de Gasquet James, who was born 
in America and after her first husband’s 
death married again, her second hus- 
band being a member of the nobility of 
Gergnany, where she now lives, as*do 
her grandchildren. 

The international character ot the dis- 
pute is emphasized by the fact that the 
children of Count de Gasquet James, who 
have sought an accounting of the estate 
from their mother, are all French sub- 
jects, the son having always lived in 
France and the two daughters having 
married French husbands, while the 
Brandchildren, who join their cause, are 
German, their mother having been the 
fourth child of the Count, who ‘married 
a.Major'in the German Army hamed 
von der. Decken, who is. said to. have 


‘been killed in the present war. Count 


de Gasquet —— wae an American citi- 
zen, having * born in New Orleans. 
His wite a was also an American citizen. 
They were married in New York in 1881. 
Count de — James came here from 
France for @ ceremony, having re- 
moved there from New Orleans with his 
mother in'1868. After the marriage the 
eouple returned to France, where they 
lived together until his death: in 1903.
